IV. RESPONSE INI ORMATION 

A. Situation 

1. Current Situation 

No media activity or unusual incidents to report. 

2. Removal Activities to Date 

On 5-7-97, the OSC and ERCS returned to the Green Industries site (GIC), Sharonville, Ohio. Abandoned wjiste 
containeirs discovered in a trailer at the 601 Properties site have been temporarily stored at the secure GIC location. 
Waste dnims weie properly marked and labelled. Eleven of the twelve drums were removed from site and transported 
to Clean Harbors Services, Inc., Chicago, IL for proper disposal. 

NOTE: One of the Kester soldering flux drums was re-characterized and placed in the flammable liquid group. 

On 5-20-97, two ERCS personnel returned to the GIC site to place the remaining corrosive drum into an appropriate 
overi)acl': container. On 5-21-97, the ERCS and Clean Harbors loaded the remaining drum for transportation to the 
Chicago disposal facility. All drums associated with the 601 Properties site have been removed for dispos.al. 



B. Next Stiips 

All reinovcd acti\ities are complete. A final OSC report is not required to be completed for this site. 

C. Results Achieved 

All oljjcctives as outlined by the Action Memorandum have been successfully completed for the 601 Properties site, Dayton, 
Ohio. Priinaiy cbjectives included proper characterization and disposal of the waste containers discovered in the abandoned 
trailer. As discussed in POLREP 1, the Ohio Environmental Protection Agency (OEPA) overpacked and transported the drum.'. 
;md containers to the GIC removal site. OEPA was to assess and address, if necessary, any environmental threat remaining at 
ihe 6<)1 Properties site. It is not known whether OEPA or The City of Dayton has removed the empty trailer from the 601 
Proptities site.
